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GVHC Board Opposes Re-zoning Site “Oy; Gal Phyllis” 


For Gas Station, Liquor License

The Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation board of directors 
went on record in opposition to the rezoning of a tract of land be- 
tween the Armory and 10 court Southway for a filling station and 
the granting of a liquor license to the local American Legion Post, 


at its meeting Friday night. 


The vote on the re-zoning measure 


was 4 to 3, with 2 abstentions, and on the liquor license question, 


there was one dissenting vote. 
quested by the city council to ex- 
press its view. 

Strong opposition was expressed 
in the board, however, to having 
GVHC take an official position on 
matters which were not directly 
concerned with the operations or 
management of the corporation. 
Director John Phariss, supported 
by director Frank Kriby, stated 
the belief that where individual 
GVHC members have the right as 
citizens to petition and present 
their views directly to the appro- 
priate civic bodies, GVHC board 
should not attempt to speak for 
the membership, especially on 
controversial matters over which 
the membership is divided. 

Narrow Interpretation 

Visiting membership delegations, 
protesting the re-zoning of the land 
near the armory, took issue with 
this “narrow” interpretation of 
the GVHC board’s function. Mrs. 
Helen Dondy, 6 Court Ridge, stat- 
ed that on most issues coming be- 
fore the board, membership is di- 
vided, and the board as_ elected 


representatives are expected to 
ake positions” on controversial 
matters. 

Mrs. Rose Amberg, 10 Court 


Southway, pointed out that the re- 
zoning proposal is of direct con- 
cern to GVHC since it may ad- 
versely affect GVHC property val- 
use in that area. Mrs. Dondy add- 
ed that the board’s denial of inter- 
est in this matter would be incon- 
sistent with GVHC’s often ex- 
pressed concern that the vacant 
land be developed in accordance 
with a “master plan.” 

Voting for the motion to oppose 
the re-zoning were Long, Leasia, 
Jorgensen, and Andros. Against, 
were Phariss, Kriby and Bowman. 
Bowman felt that GVHC had obli- 
gated itself during the land nego- 
tiations with Warner-Kanter Com- 
pany to support Kanter’s attempt 
to re-zone this property from resi- 
dential to commercial. ' Burgoon 
and lLastner disqualified them- 
selves from the voting because of 
possible “conflict of interest.” 


New Meeting Date 


Upon the recommendation of 
manager Paul Campbell, the board 
agreed to postpone the annual 
membership meeting from Febru- 
ary 13 to the tentative date of Wed- 
nesday, March 14. Campbell stat- 
ed that the necessary fiscal and 
auditing reports could not be readi- 
ed in time for the February date. 
Since this situation will occur ev- 
ery year, the board moved to sub- 
mit to the membership a by-law 
change which would provide for 
a March annual meeting hereafter.

Council Delays Re-zoning Action; 
GCS Officials, Residents Differ

The city council deferred action Monday night on the pro- 
posed recommendation to the Park and Planning Commission for 
zoning as C-2 (commercial), the triangular site adjacent to the. 
National Guard Armory, on Southway, next to the 10 and 11 Courts 
The petitioners for re-zoning (Greenbelt Land Development Cor- 
poration), has optioned this location to Greenbelt Consumer Serv- 
ices who plan to erect a filling station on the site. 


Proponents of the project were 
represented by several of the GCS 
board members, who urged the 
council to support such re-zoning. 

Basset Ferguson led off for the 
advocates with the explanation 
that GCS was to lose its lease at 
the site of the present filling sta- 
tion, since that organization was 
unable to arrive at a satisfactory 
agreement with the present land- 
lord, thus forcing GCS to look for 
another site for its service station. 
Ferguson indicated that GCS 
would endeavor to preserve the 
beauty of the existing landscape, 
and perhaps enhance its appear- 
ance with a “model” filling station, 
which would incorporate all the 
latest developments in gas station 
design and: architecture, provide 
necessary safety features, and 
proper screening from the residen- 
tial area. 

Hardened Traffic Artery 

Vigorous opposition was voiced 
immediately from the large crowd, 
numbering 40-45 persons. Wilbur 
Davis, representing the -residents 
of 11 Court Southway read a peti- 
tion, which pointed up the unde- 
sirability of locating such a busi- 
ness on that particular site. The 
petitioners indicated that they 
came to Greenbelt to live peaceably 
and quietly and bring up their 
children with some degree of safe- 
ty. They contended that the exist- 
ence of such an enterprise as close 
as 25 feet from their properties 
would create a hazard to the safe- 
ty of their children, and them- 
selves, disturb the tranquility and 
peace of the neighborhood, create 
added congestion on an already 
hardened traffic artery, and mar 
the landscape of a traditionally 
residential community. 

Many other individuals spoke in 
opposition citing the above rea- 
sons in varying degree. 

Mayor Tom Canning then inquir- 
ed of city manager Charles Mac- 
Donald whether he had received 
replies to the 84 cards mailed to 
the residents near the proposed 
Ar

site. MacDonald indicated that he 
had received a total of 27 replies 
as follows: opposed to the recom- 
mendation 21; favored 5; and one 
neutral. To another query by May- 
or Canning, MacDonald replied, 
that GVHC board members by ma-- 
jority vote had voiced oppositiom 
to the plan. 


Worst Foot Forward? 

Councilman Alan Kistler observ- 
ed that council had not had suffi- 
cient time to study the proposal 
carefully, and indicated that he 
thought the proponents of the 
plan had—“not put their best foot. 
forward”, amd should be given fur~. 
ther opportunity to bolster their- 
presentation of the facts. Coun- 
cilman Robert Hurst then observ-. 
ed that he thought the action of the 
council on this matter would set a 
precedent for future zoning mat- 
ters and deemed it was wise for- 
the council to undertake further- 
study of the problem. Councilman 
James Smith then introduced a 
motion to delay council action un- 
til the next meeting, which was: 
passed.
